The island is located about 1,000 miles 
east of Florida in the Caribbean Sea. 
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In recent years about 380,000 Puerto 
Ricans have migrated to the mainland 
United States. Most of them have settled 
in New York City. 

Puerto Rico was discovered by Co- 
lumbus on November 19, 1493. He 
stopped there for water during his sec- 
ond voyage to the New World. The 
illustrious discoverer claimed the island 
for Spain and named it “San Juan 
Bautista” (St. John the Baptist). Many 
years later, the name was changed to 
Puerto Rico, which means “rich port.” 

In 1508, the Spanish king sent Ponce 
de Leon to take possession of the island. 
It was an easy conquest. Although his 
“task force” consisted of only 50 foot 
soldiers, de Leon had no trouble in 
taking over the territory. The

How the Cabinet Began 


In 1793 when United States 
faced a crisis in its relations with 
France, President Washington felt that 
advice on the course he 
ought to pursue. He first asked the Sen- 
ate to him. But the Senators 
thought it best not to help the President 
work out his policies.

Cabinets and Congress 


Some Presidents have relied too 
heavily upon their Cabinets and have 
actually been dominated by the men 
they chose to advise and help them 
[his was true of both Presidents Frank- 
lin Pierce and Warren G. Harding—and 
both had cause to regret it. They were 
the captives of their Cabinets, and had 
their own policies vetoed by their own 
advisory councils. The corruption and 
scandals of the Harding Administration 
were to some of Hard 
ing’s Cabinet members, rather than to 
the President. 

Congress has a voice in the selection 
of the Cabinet. It cannot pick the men, 
but the Senate must approve anyone 
appointed to the Cabinet. As a matter 
of general custom the Senate approves 
the men the President wants for his 
official family. However, there were

Mem- 
bers of the medical profession felt that 
Oscar R. Ewing, head of FSA under 
President Truman, would use the new 
department as a way to put through 
socialized medicine. 

Most doctors have not strongly op- 
posed the change proposed now. Both 
President Eisenhower and Mrs. Oveta 
Culp Hobby, who will become Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, have said they are

$17,500 a vear to $22,500 a year. She 
would also become the 13th in line o! 
succession to the Presidency of the 
United States. Under a law passed by 
1947 this is the order in 
which Federal officers would succeed t 
the Presidency in the event of the Pres 
dent’s death in office—Vice-President 
Speaker of the House of Representa 
tives, President of the Senate, the heads 
of the departments in this order: State 
rreasury, Detense, Justice, Post Office 
Interior, Agriculture, Commerce, Labor 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

Mrs. Hobby is the 
ever to receive a Cabinet appointment 
The first was Mrs. Frances Perkins, who 
was Secretary of Labor under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

Mrs. Hobby, now 48, is a Texas news 
paper publisher who during World War 
II headed the Women’s Army Corps. I

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Korean Peace Hopes? 


For the first time in months, 
faint hopes for peace in Korea 
glowed on the world horizon last 
week. 

Hopes dawned after a radio broad- 
cast last week by Red China’s pre- 
mier, Chou En-lai. Chou proposed 
that all Korean prisoners of war who 
refused to return to their homelands 
be turned over to a “neutral” nation. 
The U. N. made a similar proposal 
months ago. 

The Red Chinese offer was deliv- 
ered in writing March 31 to U. N 
Assembly President Lester Pearson. 

United Nations and Communist 
representatives negotiated for months 
for a truce in Korea. The chief stum- 
bling bloc k Was € xchange of prison- 
ers. Of the 123.000 North Koreans 
and Chinese captured by the United 
Nations, more than half say they re- 
fuse to return to their Communist- 
run homelands. The U. N 
force them to go home 
turned by force might be punished 
by the Communists, the U. N. 
tends. The Reds had always insisted 
that all prisoners must be returned 
to their homelands. Because of fail- 
ure to agree on this issue. truce talks 
halted October 8 

The Chou broadcast came only 
two days after the Chinese said they 
would accept another U. N. proposal. 
In February General Clark had 
urged North Korean and Chinese 
military commanders to allow sick 
and wounded war prisoners to be 
sent home at once. On March 28 the 
Communists replied: “Our side. . . 
fully agrees to your side’s proposal

At the same time we consider 
that the reasonable settlement of the 
question of exchanging sick and in- 
jured prisoners of war .. . should be 
made to lead to the smooth settle- 
nient of the entire question of prison- 
ers of war, thereby achieving an 
armistice in Korea.” 

General Mark W. Clark, U. N 
commander in Korea, said he was 
ready to resume truce talks—AFTER 
arrangements were completed for ex 
changing sick and wounded prison- 
ers. 

Just before the Red peace moves 
the Communists had launched their 
fiercest attacks of 1953. They drove 
U.N. forces from “Old Baldy,” a hill 
45 miles north of Seoul, chief city of 
Korea. Another height, Vegas Hill 
25 miles southwest of Old Baldy, 
changed hands six times in two days 
At our press-time the U. N. was 
firmly in possession and fighting had 
died down.

New Auto-making Giant 


A huge new automobile-making 
company—the fourth largest In 
the nation—is arising from the 
merger of two motor makers. 

It is the Willys Corporation, which 
is being formed through a merger of 
Kaiser-Frazer and Willys-Overland. 
Kaiser-Frazer last month agreed to 
buy Willys-Overland for $62,300,000. 

Kaiser-Frazer ranks eighth among 
U. S. auto companies in the number 
of cars produced. Willys-Overland 
ranks ninth. Their union places the 
iew Willys Corporation right behind 
General Motors, Ford, and Chrysler, 
the three top car makers in volume of 
production. Studebaker, which has 
ranked fourth, now becomes fifth. 

Willys-Overland makes the Jeep 
and Aero-Willys. Kaiser-Fraser makes 
the Henry J., Kaiser, and Frazer. 

What’s Behind It: Kaiser-Frazer 
has been operating at a loss ($46,- 
000,000 over the past five years). 
Willys-Overland has been making 
good profits ($6,083,599 last year, 
after taxes of $12,499,000). 


You might not expect a company 
that was losing money to buy out a 
profitable company—and make both 

et them happy. But it works out his 
way: 

Under income tax laws, Kaiser- 
Frazer can deduct its losses from its 
earnings and thus reduce its income 
taxes. Moreover, these losses can be 
spread over several future years. This 
tax credit, in Kaiser-Frazer’s case, 
amounts to $31,000,000. As a result 
of the merger, the new combined 
company can take the tax benefits of 
Kaiser-Frazer’s piled-up losses, and 
deduct the $31,000,000 credit from 
taxes on future earnings. 

This means, in effect, that the U. S. 
Government pays about half the total 
cost of the merger. Yet the Govern- 
ment is happy, too. The reason is that 
Kaiser-Frazer owes the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation (a U. S. 
Government agency ) $48,000,000 on 
loans which once totalled $66,000,- 
000. The merger is expected to make 
it possible for Kaiser-Frazer to pay 
off $15,000,000 of its RFC loans at 
once, and to strengthen the company 
so that its chances of paying off the 
rest are improved

THE MILWAUKEE BRAVES will 
be a new team-name in major-league 
baseball standings this season. The 
National League agreed to move the 
Boston Braves to Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. It was the first change in half 
a century in the list of major-league 
teams. In the American League, Bill 
Veeck asked to move his St. Louis 
Browns to Baltimore, Md., but his 
request was turned down. Both the 
Braves and Browns claimed they 
were losing money.

BREATHING MAN-MADE AIR to: 
60 days—longer than anyone before 
in history—23 Navy officers and mer 
helped prepare the way for the first 
atomic submarine. They were aboard 
the submarine Haddock, which lay 
sealed off New London, Connecticut 
for two months. Scientists tested the 
men to learn how much carbon diox 
ide they could stand in the air they 
breathed. Carbon dioxide is the 
waste product of breathing. The 
atomic-powered submarine, Nautilus 
now under construction, should be 
able to stay below the surface indefi- 
nitely—if the men can stand it. Other 
submarines have to surface frequent- 
ly to recharge the batteries which 
provide power. The men on the 
Haddock survived their voluntary 
imprisonment in good health. (See 
March 4 news pages.)
